Or — perhaps 
someone said to Mr, Prebble, “Good 
heavens, adnan, you can’t have. 
novel without a love interest!" 

Anyhow, much more faithfully 
than other- writers, he has presen- 
ted some recpgnisable types of the 
British soldier—the British soldier 
who, we are apt to forget, is now 
a clvitian again. If only for the 
sake of the soldier-turned-civillan, 
everybody ought to read “The 
Edge of Darkness.”
